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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-26 and 33 in the reply filed 
on July 27, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a search for 
one group would overlap with the search for the other groups. This is not found 
persuasive because the inventions restricted are patentably distinct. The search for 
each of the inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to the literature 
search. Burden consists not only of specific searching of classes and subclasses, but 
also of searching multiple databases for foreign references and literature searches. 
Burden also resides in the examination of independent claim sets for clarity, 
enablement, and double patenting issues. Further, a reference that would anticipate the 
invention of one group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another 
group. Finally, the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it 
would be an undue burden to examine all of the above inventions in one application and 
the restriction for examination purposes as indicated above is deemed proper. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 27-32 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected elected subject matter, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicants have elected compound 9 as described in 
Example 6 and Figure 2, which appears free of the prior art. Applicants elected species 
is readable upon claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 10, 21-24, and 26. Claims 2-5, 8, 11-20, 25, and 33 
are withdrawn from consideration as not being readable upon the Applicant's elected 
species. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 10, 21-24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter that was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The MPEP states that the purpose of the written description requirement is to 

ensure that the inventor had possession, as of the filing date of the application, of the 

specific subject matter later claimed by him. The courts have stated: 

"To fulfill the written description requirement, a patent specification must describe an 
invention and do so in sufficient detail that one skilled in the art can clearly conclude 
that "the inventor invented the claimed invention." Lockwood v. American Airlines, Inc., 
107 F.3d 1565, 1572, 41 USPQ2d 1961, 1966 (Fed. Cir. 1997); In re Gostelli, 872 F.2d 
1008, 1012, 10 USPQ2d 1614, 1618 (Fed. Cir. 1989) ("[T]he description must clearly 
allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that [the inventor] invented what is 
claimed."). Thus, an applicant complies with the written description requirement "by 
describing the invention, with all its claimed limitations, no that which makes it obvious," 
and by using "such descriptive means as words, structures, figures, diagrams, formulas, 
etc., that set forth the claimed invention." Lockwood, 107 F.3d at 1572, 41 USPQ2d at 
1966." Regents of the University of California v. Eli Lilly & Co., 43 USPQ2d 1398. 

The MPEP lists factors that can be used to determine if sufficient evidence of 
possession has been furnished in the disclosure of the Application. These include "level 
of skill and knowledge in the art, partial structure, physical and/or chemical properties, 
functional characteristics alone or coupled with a known or disclosed correlation 
between structure and function, and the method of making the claimed invention. 
Disclosure of any combination of such identifying characteristics that distinguish the 
claimed invention from other materials and would lead one of skill in the art to the

conclusion that the applicant was in possession of the claimed species is sufficient." 
MPEP §2163. 

Further, for a broad generic claim, the specification must provide adequate written 
description to identify the genus of the claim. In Regents of the University of California 
v. Eli Lilly & Co. the court stated: 

"A written description of an invention involving a chemical genus, like a description of a 
chemical species, 'requires a precise definition, such as by structure, formula, [or] 
chemical name, 1 of the claimed subject matter sufficient to distinguish it from other 
materials." Fiers, 984 F.2d at 1171, 25 USPQ2d at 1606; In re Smythe, 480 F.2d 1376, 
1383, 178 USPQ 279, 284985 (CCPA 1973) ("In other cases, particularly but not 
necessarily, chemical cases, where there is unpredictability in performance of certain 
species or subcombinations other than those specifically enumerated, one skilled in the 
art may be found not to have been placed in possession of a genus ...") Regents of the 
University of California v. Eli Lilly & Co., 43 USPQ2d 1398. 

The MPEP further states that if a biomolecule is described only by a functional 
characteristic, without any disclosed correlation between function and structure of the 
sequence, it is "not sufficient characteristic for written description purposes, even when 
accompanied by a method of obtaining the claimed sequence." MPEP 2163. The MPEP 
does state that for a generic claim the genus can be adequately described if the 
disclosure presents a sufficient number of representative species that encompass the 
genus. MPEP 2163. If the genus has a substantial variance, the disclosure must 
describe a sufficient variety of species to reflect the variation within that genus. See 
MPEP 2163. Although the MPEP does not define what constitute a sufficient number of 
representative species, the courts have indicated what do not constitute a 
representative number of species to adequately describe a broad generic. In Gostelli, 
the courts determined that the disclosure of two chemical compounds within a subgenus 
did not describe that subgenus. In re Gostelli, 872, F.2d at 1012, 10 USPQ2d at 1618. 



The factors considered in the Written Description requirement are (1) level of skill 
and knowledge in the art, (2) partial structure, (3) physical and/or chemical properties, 
(4) functional characteristics alone or coupled with a known or disclosed correlation 
between structure and function, and the (5) method of making the claimed invention. 



In the instant case, the claims are drawn to complement activation peptides. 
(1) Level of skill and knowledge in the art: 
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The level of skill to practice the art of the instantly claimed invention is high with regard 
to chemical synthesis, and in vitro or in vivo testing of the compositions. 
(2) Partial structure: 

Vancomycin compositions that are linked through a core structure of the generic formula 
when R is polyethylene glycol (as elected). However, R can be a different component 
other than polyethylene glycol making the core structure different and distinct from that 
described in the specification and examples. 



(3) Physical and/or chemical properties and (4) Functional characteristics: 

A Vancomycin antibiotic that is coupled to hydrolysis resistant polyethylene glycol 

polymers which confer increased solubility and circulating life of the drug. 

(5) Method of making the claimed invention: 

Chemical synthesis 

As stated supra, the MPEP states that written description for a genus can be 
achieved by a representative number of species within a broad generic. It is 
unquestionable that claim 1, 6, 7, 9, 10, 21-24, and 26 are a broad generic, with respect 
to all possible compounds encompassed by the claims. The possible structural 
variations are limitless and it must not be forgotten that the MPEP states that if a 
biomolecule is described only by a functional characteristic, without any disclosed 
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correlation between function and structure of the sequence, it is "not sufficient 
characteristic for written description purposes, even when accompanied by a method of 
obtaining the claimed sequence. "MPEP § 2163. Here, though the claims may recite 
some functional characteristics, the claims lack written description because there is no 
disclosure of a correlation between function and structure of the compounds beyond 
compounds disclosed in the examples in the specification. While having written 
description for polyethylene glycol conjugated compositions identified in the 
specification tables and/or examples, there is insufficient description for the plurality of 
structures that would allow one of skill in the art to practice the invention as claimed. 
The functional options for both the linker and the Vancomycin are nearly limitless in 
functionality and structure. The description requirement of the patent statue requires a 
description of an invention, not an indication of a result that one might achieve if one 
made that invention. See In re Wilder, 736, F.2d 1516, 1521, 222 USPQ 369, 372-73 
(Fed. Cir. 1984) (affirming rejection because the specification does "little more than 
outlin[e] goals appellants hope the claimed invention achieves and the problems the 
invention will hopefully ameliorate.") Accordingly, it is deemed that the specification fails 
to provide adequate written description for the genus of the claims and does not 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the entire scope of the claimed invention. 
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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1 , 6, 7, 9, 10, 21-24, and 26 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 
and 10 of copending Application No. 10/705,743. Although the conflicting claims are 
not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because they are claiming 
the same compounds within the broad generic presented in claims 1, 10, 14, and 15. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
